Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 15.—A 
large reservoir In the Fishkill m ount­ 
ains, which supplied w ater to the towns 
of M attewan and Fishkill, 
burst 
its 
walls at 2 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
and the w ater released swept through 
the Duchess valley, causing ruin aud 
death. 
Five bodies have been taken from 
the wreckage left in the wake of tho 
flood, and there are known to be two, 
and probably three, more lying some­ 
where beneath the piled debris, which 
is all that rem ains of three houses that 
were swept away by the torrent. 
Timony’s brickyards, on the Hudson, 
ju st below Duchess Junction, were a 
mile distant from the site of the reser­ 
voir. W ithout warning the flood reach­ 
ed them through the ravine and mad# 
terrible havoc.
